OTTAWA, July 17.—The 
general election will be 
called for September 3, the 
day after Labor day accord- 
ing to information from 
quarters close to the prime 
minister.

SOVIET PILOTS 
TO TRY LONG. 
ARCTIC FLIGHT 


Plans Laid for for Trip to End/ 
in San Francisco, 


California 


MOSCOW, July 17. — Three 
Soviet aviators today awaited 
permission to cross Canadian ter- 
ritory before starting a projected 
non-stop distance record flight 
from Moscow to San Francisco 
via the North Pole and Canada’s 
Northwest Territories. 

The fliers, led by Pilot Sigmund 
Levaneffsky, will drive a single- 
motored plane in their attempt to 
reach the United States Pacific | 
coast city via Banks’ Land in she | 
Western Arctic Archipelago, Fort 
Simpson, N.W.T., and Vancouver. 
Levaneffsky’s companions will be 
Co-pilot Saibukoff and Navigator 
Levchenko. 


NOTED AVIATOR 

Levaneffsky is one of his coun- 
try’s most noted pilots. He gained | 
international attention in 1933 | 
when he flew to the rescue of Jim- 
my Mattern, United States pilot 
who was wrecked near Anadir in 
an attempted round-the-world 
flight. The Russian found him and 
took him to Alaska. 

The Russian flight, about 6,000 
miles long, would, if successful, | 
top the non-stop distance record of 
5,653.5 miles held by Paul Codos | 
and Maurice Rossi of France.

He joined the Brit-| 
ish cavalry and for most of his long | 
career as a soldier, he served in the) 
crack regiment, the 10th Royal 
Hussars. 

With the 10th Hussars, Mr. Tur- 
ner saw service in Afghanistan, In- 
dia and in the Soudan. He fought | 
under such illustrious generals as} 
Haig and Byng and when both 
these outstanding leaders visited | 
this city, they recalled many happy 
memories of former years with 
him. Baron Byng was a specially 
warm friend and for him, Mr. 
Turner had the gretaest admira-| 
tion. 

His experiences in India and the 
Soudan were evergreen in Mr, 
Turner’s memory and in quieter 
moments at the legislature, mem- 
bers and visitors were given a} 
fund of information from his vast | 
store. 

A soldier through and through, 
Mr. Turner was regimental until 
the last.

On Thursday, August 22nd, the: voters of 

Alberta will at last be allowed to say what 


they think of the Government of the province 
and its record. 


That their verdict will be one of condem- 
nation is generally accepted. The Government 
and its supporters have shown their unwilling 
conviction on the point by holding off the elec- 
tion until the legislature passed out of existence 
through lapse of time. Nobody doubts the cor- 
rectness of their apprehensions. 

A year ago the Premier and the Minister of 
public works resigned, following two sensa- 
tional court trials. A general election should 
have followed the reconstruction of the cabinet. 
Instead, the stop-gap administration has carried 
on, with no semblance or symptom of any new 
accession of constructive ideas 
From the stand-point of efficiency the Gov- 
ernment is hopeless and has been for two years 
It is time that it was retired and repleced by a 
Ministry with a constructive policy and an im- 
pulse to progress. Which the voters will pro- 
ceed to do. 


THE PARADE 


Edmonton “did itself proud” in the parade 
yesterday. Parades are by no means a new 
feature of demonstrations here, and there have 
been many and excellent ones in years gone by. 
But never one in which the individual entries 
were more or more uniformly interesting, or more 
representative collectively. In both respects the 
turnout yesterday was most creditable to those 
who took part, to firms and organizations par- 
ticipating, and to the city.

CANADA'S BIG PROBLEM 


The evidence put before the parliamentary 
committee shows that the 226,000,000 bushels of 
wheat held by Mr. McFarland on May 31st had 
cost on the average 85.9 cents per bushel. Much 
of it was bought at a lower figure, but the 
carrying charges added to the original price 
brought the gross cost up to this figure 

How it came about the evidence also shows. 
The long and short of it is that Mr. McFarland 
was sometimes buying when he should have 
been selling. and was sometimes selling when 
he should have been buying. He is not the first 
man to make mistakes like that in the wheat 
pit, and thousands of western people, farmers 
included, know just how it happened. 

The greatest mistake was not on the part 

of Mr. McFarland, but on the part of the Gov- 
ernment and the public. He was regarded as a 
prophet, who by some abstruse calculations un- 
known ordinary mortals could foretell 
whether the world price was to go up or down 
It is plain enough now that was a myth. There 
just aren't any prophets of that kind Trading 
in wheat, and holding wheat, are speculative 
operations, whether one happens to like the 
word or not. 
The Canadian taxpayer can have no delu- 
Sions on that subject now. He is in line to foot 
a bill of loss on wheat account that he will re- 
member unless the great carry-over can be 
liquidated for something more than it has cost. 
How to sell that wheat, and the crop that is 
growing, is the biggest single problem Canada 
has to face. How to do it may be a puzzle, but 
at least we know how it can't be done. We nave 
tried the holding policy to a finish, and it does 
not work out in anything but loss

No one need feel deficient at being unable 
to understand some of the proposals offered in 
the name of Alberta Social Credit. Few men 
are more mentally alert than Lloyd George. 
Yet even he frankly confesses his inabilty to 
make sense out of Douglas Social Credit. How 
| much more difficult it must be for persons with 
analytical skill to accept the local variety of 
Social Credit which is not Social Credit at all. 

There are but two Ways whereby a province 
can obtain revenue—by borrowing or by tax- 
ation. It cannot monetize national credit as a 
Soverign state can; therefore it cannot create 
money or a substitute for money to add to the 
volume of purchasing power. Therefore cannot 
have true Social Credit. The local scheme is 
merely one for the redistribution of the exist- 
ing purchasing power by taxation methods. 

It doesn't matter how much is promised by 
way of “basic dividends”—whether $25 or $30— 
so long as it comes from taxation, a greater 
amount must be levied in the form of taxes. 

Though money usually performs several 
liquidation cycles between the time it is issued 
by the bank and the time it comes back for 
cancellation, money issued by a provincial gov- 
ernment cannot come back into the Treasury, 
Save in limited form as taxes. 

To raise $120,000,000 a year for “basic 
dividends” would require an additional tax 
levy sufficient to cover the $120,000,000 to be 
disbursed and whatever extra sum would be 
required to cover the cost of erecting bank 
buildings (called “credit houses”) in each city 
| and town, payment of wages for the staffs and 

the cost of books, Stationery, postage, etc.

Our Bentley reader asks if the taxation 
scheme outlined in the “Manual” would double 
the cost of living. He is a little in excess of the 
amount. I estimate it would require only 75 
per cent addition to the cost of goods. 

The sum is easy to arrive at. The income 
from all sources of the people of Alberta in a 
normal year is about $180,000,000. 

Without adding the cost of buildings, staffs 
and overhead necessary to the “basic dividend” 
scheme, the amount required each year for 
dividends would be $120,000,000, which bears a 
relation to $180,000,000 as “2” to"3.” 

To raise $120,000,000 each year out of $180,- 
000,000 of earned income by means of a “levy 
on the price spread” (as the proposed sales 
levy or processing tax is called) means that an 
article that now costs $3 would carry $2 of 
taxation and would have to sell at $5. The 
principle is the same as in the Gasoline tax. 
When the tax is increased the price of “gas” 
rises by the equivalent sum. A tax of $2 on a 
$3 article would be 66 2-3rd per cent tax. Al- 
lowing for overhead costs this would mean that 
the “basic dividend scheme” would add about 
75 per cent to the cost of living, without increas- 
ing the price of wheat at the elevator by any 
} amount whatsoever, or providing bonuses for 
wheat growers. 

If you want to know exactly how the Aber- 
hart scheme of taxation for payment of basic 
dividends would affect you as an individual, 
the formula is very simple. Add $300 (the 
| Proposed amount of the dividend) to your an- 
| nual income and deduct two-thirds of the whole 
—the amount of the “levy on the price spread” 
that would be required. 

To illustrate: If you earn $950 a year and 
receive $300 in “basic dividends,” giving you a 
total income of $1250, you will pay $500 in tax 
or levy. If you earn $1700 @ year your basic 
dividend of $300 will cost you $800. It is very

Water In The Treatment 


of Disease 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In today’s article T am going to try to give 
you some practical information about how to 
use water as a home treatment. The use of 
water, or hydrotherapy, is one of the most 
valuable of home remedies. Water is probably 
one of the most ancient of ali remedies used by 
man. We find reference to 
its use in the earliest medical 
literature and in studies of 
the old Assyrian and Egyptian 
records. The Hebrews and 
Persians employed water in 
the treatment of disease. The 
Chinese have records of using 
water in the cure of various 
disorders at least 700 years 


before Christ. During the 
greatest years of ancient 
Dr. F. McCoy Sparta, cold bathing was 


obligatory by law, and we find frequent refer- 
‘ences to the value of water treatment in Greek 
mythology. 

Hippocrates, “The Father of Medicine,” em- 
ployed water in the treatment of certain dis- 
orders. He understood the reaction following 
a cold plunge and prescribed the friction rub 
to follow the use of cold water 

A valuable method using water in the home 
treatment of various conditions consists of the 
use. of hot and cold applications. There are 
just two principal effects to remember: hot 
water relaxes muscular fibers and cold water 
contracts them. Since disease and pain are 
usually accompanied by contraction, relief is 
therefore best secured through using heat to 
relax these contracted fibers. Through heat, 
congestion is scattered. The heat treatment for 
temporarily relieving pain is one of the cheap- 
est of treatments and is safe to use at home. 
The easiest way to use hot applications is to dip 
a folded towel in hot water as hot as can be 
borne, wringing it out, and applying it directly 
over the skin surface. It may be advisable to 
cover this with a dry towel to hold the heat in. 
Repeat for 15 to 20 minutes until relief js 
secured. The value of the hot applications used 
in this manner, is that it applies a moist, con- 
tinuous heat. 

The hot Sitz bath may be used successfully 
in overcoming congestion in the lower abdomen. 
The patient sits in warm water, allowing hot 
water to run into the tub until it reaches the 
depth of 9 inches. This bath generally tasts 
from 10 to 20 minutes. It is of value in in- 
creasing the circulation of blood and in reliev- 
ing painful congestion in the pelvic area. 

Hot tub baths may be used in relieving pain 
due to muscular stiffness as seen in rheumatism 
or following over-exercise. In the nervous 
patient, the all-over warm bath taken before 
retiring may be useful in promoting sound, 
restful sleep. 

Sweat baths, hot foot baths, and alternating 
hot and cold applications are other measures 
which may be employed at home. 


In using cold water, remember that cold 
causes contraction. Perhaps the greatest value 
in cold water lies in its power to bring about a 
reaction which means that its first action is to 
drive the blood away from the skin, but as the 
skin reacts, the blood comes back to the surtace 
blood vessels or capillaries. Such a reaction may 
be of value in sending the blood back and forth 
through a part, bringing with it healing mater- 
ial. Cold water may be used in the form of cold 
applications, cold showers, cold sponge baths, 
cold abdomina! packs, cold compresses, or cold 
may be applied through using ice. Undoubtedly, 
Greater skill is required in using cold water 
successfully, yet in many cases, cold water gets 
results which may be obtained in no other way. 

Before dismissing the therapeutic actions of 
water it is necessary to call to your attention 
the use of water in bathing and drinking. 
Externally, water promotes better cleansing of 
the skin with an increased stimulation of the 
pores; internally water is the one great solvent, 
flushing away waste materia]

There is only one way in the world to make any extensive 
Tailway system a paying proposition, and that is to bring all 
basic commodities to every community reached by the railway 
System at delivered costs which are in reasonable accord with 
World values. Every other policy will end in disaster. We have 
tried practically every other policy with destructive results. The 
theory that the members of the general public must live, work 
and suffer privations in order that a railway company may 
make money by charging what it thinks it ought to have for 
carrying basic products is the cornerstone of the Montreal cum- 
plex; and has been driving young Canadians out of Canada all 
through the last sixty years. 


Instead of continuing to chatter that there must be an amal- 
gamation of railway mileage; a reduction in the number of
